Th<* Annie M. Warner Hospital here 
has been placet! on the list of hos­ 
pitals of fifty beds and upward meet­ 
ing with the approval of the Ameri­ 
can College of Surgeons, according to 
Dr. J. McCrea Dickson, West Middle 
street, who last week attended the 
clinical congress of that organization 
in Chicago. 
The American College of Surgeons, 
an organization of surgeons of North 
and South America, began two years 
ago to bring the hospitals of America 
to a standard service. 
It was real­ 
ized, Dr. Dickson said, that many 
hospitals were poorly organized and 
operated, and 
that the 
community 
served by the inefficient hospital suf­ 
fered the consequences. 
In 1922, the College of Surgeons 
listed the hospitals of IOO beds and 
over, which inspectors had visited and 
found efficient. 
In 
1923, 
hospitals 
of 50 beds and upward were inspect­ 
ed by surgeons sent over the country 
for that purpose. 
At 
the clinical 
congress of 
the 
American College of Surgeons, which 
met in Chicago last week, the Warner 
Hospital was listed as an approved 
institution in thc published list of all 
approved hospitals in America._____ 
The College inspector visited the 
local hospital in 
August and unan­ 
nounced, prior to his coming, spent 
the day rt'ing over all phases of the 
management of the Warner Hospital 
with the superintendent, Miss Martha 
McKay. 
His placing of the Warner Hospital 
in the approved Hat for 1923 has been 
gratifying to those closely connected 
with its management, it is declared, 
since all efforts have been made since 
the organization of the institution to 
keep its standards of service above 
reproach. 
Once a hospital has lx*en placed in 


I the approved list it does not mean that 
it may not Tx- blacklisted later, it is 
pointed out, since the American Col­ 
lege of 
Surgeons’ inspectors 
visit 
hospitals unannounced at any inter­ 
val deemed desirable, and laxity in 
service will mean immediate dropping 
from the approved list. 
The W’arner Hospital 
authorities 
feel elated, however, that efforts up 
to this time have received approval 
and renewal efforts for the coming 
year will bi* made to keep the hospital
